two chambers of the left side of 
her heart was so narrow that not 
enough blood 
passed through

needs of her body. 
The wall between the two upper 
cham bers of her heart, had a hole 
in it the size of a half dollar. 
The result: Her blood, instead of 
following its normal route from the 
upper left cham ber to the lower left 
chamber, “ short circuited” through 
the hole into the upper right ch am ­ 
ber The combination of the 
two 
defects caused 
great 
activity of 
blood flow into the lungs and en­ 
largement of the artery leading to 
the lungs. 
Depending almost wholly on his 
sense of touch. Dr. Ray first cor­ 
rected the valve defect. Then he 
brought together the edges of the 
hole between the chambers, sewing 
them w ith a purse string stitch.

FINDLAY, May 13—(JV—A form­ 
er Hancock County meat inspector 
said he knew horsemeat was used 
at the Hay Brand Packing Co., but 
was told “ not to lose sleep worry­ 
ing about it.” 
Dr. Fred H artm an, former Coun­ 
ty meat inspector, testified at the 
trial of Joseph Kirchner, owner of 
the Buckeye Packing Co., formerly 
known as Ray Brand. 
Kirchner is the first of nine Kay 
Brand officials and employes to 
stand trial. All have been indicted 
on charges of selling horsemeat in 
the guise of beef. 
Hartman said he saw a green ink 
label on meat used by Kay Brand 
in March of I960, but did not learn 
until two months later the label 
signified horsemeat. 
He said a week later Kirchner, 
who contributed $35 weekly to the 
county toward H artm an ’s salary, 
upped his contribution to $50.

TV IN CLASSROOM 
HAVING SUCCESSFULLY adapted mov­ 
ies and radio to classroom use. it was in­ 
evitable that the schools would seize on the 
potentialities of television. The newest me­ 
dium o£ communication, until now associat­ 
ed in young minds with cowboys, Indians 
and puppets, has been shown to have vast 
possibilities for instruction. 
The first large-scale demonstration of 
television in the classroom has just been 
made by Montclair Teachers College in 13 
schools in Montclair and Bloomfield. N.J. 
The experimental programs showed how 
the teacher’s work can be made more ef­ 
fective in such fields as civics, c u r r e n t 
events, languages, music and geography. 
A New York expert who watched the 
demonstration said the possibilities are be­ 
yond imagination. “We’re like observers at 
Kitty Hawk, trying to imagine the Super- 
Constellation out of the Wright Brothers’ 
original model,” he said. Not only will tele­ 
vision make the teacher’s work easier and 
more productive* but preparation of t h e 
programs will be valuable t r a i n i n g in 
teaching methods. 
If the fascinating vistas opened by tele­ 
vision make current commercial children’s 
programs seem pallid, stilling Indian war 
whoops and the bang-bang of cattle rust­ 
ling small-fry, that will be an added bene­ 


f it for which parents will be grateful. 


M O R S E ’S B R A I N S T O R M 
SEN, WAYNE MORSE of Oregon has 
come up with a bill to legitimatize such 
presidential seizures as that of the steel in­ 
dustry and provide legislative sanction of 
comparable acts in the future. 


The Morse bill provides that the Presi­ 
dent must issue a proclamation and set up 
an emergency board to examine the prob­ 
lem and submit his proposed procedure to 
Congress. If in five days Congress does not 
haul him up short by a majority vote, the 
executive can proceed and his acts then 
would be beyond review in the courts. 
All Morse's bill proves is that “liberals” 
are the most totalitarian minded of the na­ 
tion’s citizens. Morse would seize upon the 
present disturbances to change the Ameri­ 
can form of government from the present 
three-way division of powders into some- 
$ 
thing that the American people have never 
contemplated. 


The United States objects to Japan trad­ 
in g with Soviet China, as that would 
strengthen toe enemy who is actually en­ 
gaged in killing our sons. The United 
States would prefer that Japan cultivate a 
trade with Southeast Asia: that is. the Phil­ 
ippines, Malaya, Siam. Bul ma, India, etc. 
Before the war, Japan had cultivated 
markets in all these areas, competing prin­ 
cipally with Great Britain. 
I 
Great Britain desires that Japan should 
trade with Soviet China, which the British 
swiftly recognized and continue to trade 
with in spite of the miserable fact that So­ 
viet China is murdering British soldiers as 
well as American soldiers, if fewer in num­ 
ber. Great Britain desires that Japan 
(should keep out of Southeast Asia, which 
has long beer a British hunting ground. If 
the British can keep Japan out of areas in 
Asia which they have pre-empted, they will 
have more dollars b v selling the produce of 
these areas at high, cartelized prices to the 
United States. 
This conflict of interest between the Uni­ 
ted States and Great Britain can only pro­ 
duce poverty, hunger and revolution for Ja­ 
pan, which must import its food, only 20 
percent of the land being arable. Actually, 
Japan and Great Britain face an identical 
situation, namely, that the food and raw 
materials available arr inadequate for the 
size of their populations. 
This is a practical question involving 
starvation. As long as the Americans oc­ 
cupied Japan, they saw to it that the Japa­ 
nese were able to import their food supply. 
Now that Japan is independent and sover­ 
eign, the Japanese will have to find their 
own supplies. This can be arranged in two 
ways: 
1. By exporting manufactured goods in 
exchange for dollar credits or bartered 
food and raw material supplies; or 
2. Subventions, loans and credits, not to 
be repaid, from the United States. 
This outlook is not particularly pleasant, 
but the complication increases because Ja­ 
pan must defend herself against her age­ 
old enemy, Soviet Russia. No Japanese 
j can doubt that Russia’s objective in the Ko- 
i rean War is to conquer Japan. This can be 
j done bv war, by infiltration, and by revo­ 
lution. The Communist Party in Japan is 
an old one and it has been permitted to re­ 
establish itself during the American occu­ 
pation. 
If Japan if to expend an appreciable 
part of her national income on the manu­ 
facture of munitions of war, it will force 
upon the Japanese a decrease of available 
consumers’ goods for the people. Taxes will 
have to underwrite a war budget. 
Japan lost the last war principally be­ 
cause she ran out of food and raw' ma­ 
terials. Heroism does not achieve much 
when the civilian population is desperate 
for the simple things of life. We defeated 
Japan by siege tactics, by starving a na­ 
tion into submission. It was excellent mili­ 
tary strategy, but, for some political rea­ 
sons, little was made of it in this country. 
Before the atom bomb was hurled at Hiro­ 
shima, by order of President Truman, Ja-

Ruptured Disk in Neck, Too 


By HIRMAN N. BUND!SEN, M.D. 


ONE of the commonest causes 
of backaches and pains down the 
leg Is a ruptured disk of the spine. 
The intervertebral disks are made 
up of a jelly-like m aterial and act 
like shock absorbers between the 
m any bones th a t m ake up the 
spine. 
Sometimes 
a 
disk 
can 
be 
squeezed out of place, usually fol­ 
lowing some form of injury, and 
the jelly then seeps out through 
the openings between the spinal 
bones. In doing this it presses on 
the roots of nerves which branch 
out through these openings. The 
pain results from pressure on 
these roots, or on the spinal cord 
Itself, which runs down through 
the spine. 
May Be Overlooked 
The most common location for 
a ruptured disk is in the lower 
back, but it may also occur in the 
neck and cause very severe pain. 
Even 
doctors frequently 
trace 
these pains to some other cause 
and overlook the rupture. 
At first, a ruptured disk in the 
neck may cause nothing more 
th a n a stiff neck with some pain. 
The patient often calls this a 
“crick” in the neck. 
These symptoms disappear, but 
later, perhaps after another in­ 
jury, the rupture may become 
worse. The person then complains 
of pain running into the shoulder, 
down the arm, and Into ore or 
more fingers. This may appear 


J rath er suddenly, and K can be 
very severe. 
Many of these cases are mis- 
, taken for heart disease because of 
the pain in the left arm. In addi­ 
tio n , the person may complain 
| that his fingertips feel numb. The 
arm reflexes are also somewhat 
weaker. 


Diagnosis by X-Ray 


A ruptured disk can be dis­ 
covered by an X -ray exam ination 
j of the spine, which shows a n a r­ 
rowing of the space between the 
I vertebrae at the point of the 
: rupture. 
, 
Usually, a doctor can help a 
misplaced disk by gently drawing 
j on the person’s head and stretch ­ 
ing the neck. After this, the neck 
is fitted with a brace to keep it 
from moving. Certain cases, how­ 
ever, with severe pain or crippling 
symptoms, may require a surgical 
operation to correct the condition. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


A. A D.: I was operated on for 
prostate trouble six m onths ago. 
The trouble has now recurred. Is 
this possible? 
Answer: When the prostate is 
increased In size, It is sometimes 
Impossible to remove it entirely 
w hen su rg e ry 
is p e rfo rm e d . 
Therefore, the condition may re ­ 
cur. This is a fairly common 
occurrence. It would be advisable 
for you to consult again the 
physician who operated on you 
for this condition.

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Corn bields Said Threatened By Spread Of Leaf Blight 


Central Corn 


Belt Hit Hard 


During 1951 


Clear Dry W eather 
Should Holt M ore 
Spread O f Dam age 


Corn yields m ay he in danger of 
greater dam agr from northern leaf 
blight of corn this year. 
The disease hit hard in the cen­ 
tral part of the corn belt in 1951 
for the second consecutive vrar. 
It cut com fields two to five bu­ 
shels an acre. 


Production in some fields was 
down SO percent. There has been a 


large carryover of fungus spores 
from last year. 


Blight attacks have been aided 
by three seasons of heavy rainfall 
and high 
humidity. Another wet 
Summer may further increase the 
disease. A return to clear, dry w e a ­ 
ther should halt its spread and de 
crease dam age. 
Heavilv-infeeted 
cornfields 
ap 
pear dry and fired as though in­ 
jured by frost. Long tan to gray- 
green streaks are scattered over 
the leaves, usually showing on the 
lower sections of the plant 
Where conditions favor spread of 
the blight all leaves soon are co v ­ 
ered with these injuries. 


RESISTANT varieties offer the 
most effective control. Some corn 
hybrids resist blight b etter than 
others, but none appear 
immune 
In 
Florida 
experiments, 
good 
control of leaf blight has been ob­ 
tained by dusting or spraying with 
dithane or parzate applied 
before 
tasseling and repeated ll tim es at 
three-day intervals. 


Solution most generally used 
by 
Illinois seed growers last y e a r was 
two quarts of dithane D-14 (disodi- 
um ethylene bisdithiocarbonate >. 30 
gallons of water, 
two ounces 
of 
spreader sticker with a4 pound zinc 
sulfate added in the spray tank for 
each acre. Some others used p a r ­ 
zate, which is a similar compound 
m ade by another company. 
Chemical trea tm ent is a p rev e n ­ 
tive rather than a cure. To be cf 
fective it must begin before the di­ 
sease appears, and 
several appli­ 
cations are required. Clean plow­ 
ing in the fall helps control the 
blight since the spores overwinter 
on corn residues.
